
Peace breaks out 
over halls contract 


TOWN councillors and members of the Wood- 
mead Halls Management Committee have 
solved their dispute over the future provision of 
public toilets at the halls car park - but it took an 
acrimonious council debate before a solution 
was made. 

Negotiations over a new service agreement to continue 
managing the toilets broke down after Councillor Mark 
Gage, chairman of the Strategy and Policy Committee, 
alledgedly threatened to withdraw parking permits for 
event organisers and volunteers at the halls. 

This prompted halls chairman Stan Williams, a former 
councillor and mayor, to post a notice on the front door 
saying that the toilets would close on April 1st. 

Mr Williams also threatened to turn off the electricity 
for the council’s car parking metres which could have 
cost the authority hundreds of pounds over the Easter 
Bank Holiday. 

After an emergency meeting of the halls management 
committee on Good Friday, the decision was made to 
keep the toilets open whilst negotiations were completed. 

The dispute was the most controversial item on the 
agenda at last week’s council meeting when a number of 
councillors were unhappy that Councillor Gage, who was 
not present at the meeting because he was on holiday, had

threatened to withdraw parking permits. At one point re¬ 
tiring town clerk Mike Lewis, who was present at the 
meeting with the halls representatives, was asked whether 
this was true. He replied that Councillor Gage had of¬ 
fered one free parking point as the starting point in nego¬ 
tiations. 

Making a statement during the public fomm session, Mr 
Williams claimed that Councillor Gage had walked out 
of one meeting which he was meant to be chairing. 

Disgraceful comments 

But Councillor Gage, chairman of the Strategy and Pol¬ 
icy Committee, did win support from two members. Vice- 
chairman Lucy Campbell said that “quite unpleasant” 
comments were also said to Councillor Gage at the meet¬ 
ings with the Woodmead Halls management committee. 
Councillor Terry O’Grady said “things were said on both 
sides” and that they should move on. 

A draft service level agreement (SLA) for the halls com¬ 
mittee to continue providing toilet facilities for a fee of 
£24,000 was presented to councillors on Wednesday. A 
second SLA agreeing to the 12 parking permits was also 
on the table. 

A 40-minte debate took place, however, on whether 
there should be two SLAs or whether the provision of 
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parking permits should be 
the subject of a separate 
agreement. In the end coun¬ 
cillors agreed on one docu¬ 
ment with a clause 
confirming the provision of 
12 parking permits being 
added to it within six 
months. 

The discussion started in 
the public forum when 
Derek Hallett said he was 
surprised that the council 
intended taking away park¬ 
ing permits for volunteers 
when they were happy for 
their own staff, who con¬ 
tributed little to the town 
outside their working envi¬ 
ronment, to park at the 
halls free of charge. 

Mr Williams then made a 
statement on behalf of the Woodmead Halls management 
committee. He said there had been five meetings with the 
council over the matter but they had not had the opportu¬ 
nity to put their case to all councillors. 

“We were reasonably happy with the toilet agreement

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HISTORY enthusiast Chris Lovejoy first moved to 
Lyme Regis in 1997 and has lived between the 
seaside resort and Axminster in East Devon ever 
since.

• WHAT did you do before running the Lyme Regis 
History Walks? 

have had many jobs in my life - lawyer, prison proba¬ 
tion officer, therapist, creative arts administrator, fur¬ 
niture restorer, ESL teacher, to name just a few. I used 
to think it was a defect of my character that I always 
wanted to do different things rather than sticking with 
one career, but now I'm grateful for all the knowledge 
and experience I've gained over the years. 

• WHY did you start up the history walks? 

One day, walking along Sherborne Lane, I had a sud¬ 
den overwhelming impression of hearing the tramp¬ 
ing of heavy boots and deep gutteral voices. Although 
over in a split second, this strange"vision" inspired me 
to look deeper into town history and I later discovered 
that this area was one of the front lines of combat dur¬ 
ing the Siege of Lyme in the Civil War. 

The more I read the more I was amazed at the rich¬ 
ness and variety of Lyme's past and realised that, while 
its literary heritage and paleontology was well repre¬ 
sented by others, no one, at that time, was presenting 
the broader history of the town to our visitors. So I 
started Lyme History Walks. This will be our third sea¬ 
son. 

• TELL us a little about the walks... 

The walks take place on Mondays and Saturdays at 
11am from March to September, last an hour and a 
half and are suitable to anyone with average walking 
ability. Visitors can now pre-book a walk through the 
museum. From a humble medieval settlement of 
monks to a great Elizabethan port, through its subse¬ 
quent decline and 18th century resurrection as a fash¬ 
ionable resort up to the present day, we meet many 
of the remarkable men and women who played their 
part in Lyme's evolving story. I tell tales from their lives, 



recount key events, introducing smugglers and buc¬ 
caneers, artists, rebels, scientists and philanthropists, 
the humble and the fashionable who all left their mark 
on the town. 

# WHAT'S your favourite Lyme Regis historical link 
or story? 

I love to talk about Thomas Coram and the Foundling 
Hospital, and tell the story of Lassie, the Pilot Boat dog 
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who saved the life of a sailor. Henry Fielding's at¬ 
tempted abduction of a local lass is also a great story. 

• WHY did you decide to take on the ghost walks 
this summer? 

I decided to take on the Ghost Walks as an exciting 
challenge. Despite the great training and support he 
has given me, I know Carl Salter will be a hard act to 
follow. 

• WHAT can those taking part expect from the 
Ghost Walks? 

The Ghost Walks are above all good entertainment for 
all the family. Participants can expect a blend of local 
folklore, scary (but not too scary!) stories, spooky 
jokes, sound effects and slapstick. They will start in 
May, every Tuesday and Thursday from 7.30pm for an 
hour throughout the season from the museum or 
other named venue. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Meditation is my greatest joy. I can't imagine my life 
without it. I play the piano and keyboard and enjoy all 
kinds of music alone. I also love being around most 
kinds of animals. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I love the warm, easygoing nature of the local people 
and the soft blend of rural and ocean landscape, so 
good for walking. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the 
area if you could? 

I would revive the old Axminster to Lyme Regis branch 
line, closed in 1965.1 believe this could solve a lot of 
our traffic problems. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would start a foundation for teaching meditation in 
prisons and open an animal rescue centre. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to a 
dream dinner party? 

I would invite three of my favourite comedians/comic 
actors - Lenny Henry, Sandy Toksvig and Giles Bran- 
dreth.

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Council break tradition to re-elect Sally 


LYME Regis broke with tradition last week and elected 
the same mayor for a third year running. 

In a secret ballot to select the mayor-elect, Councillor 
Sally Holman polled six votes to five for Councillor 
Chris Clipson with two abstentions. 

Councillor Holman will complete her second term of 
office as the town’s First Citizen in May and it is custom 
for the mayor to stand down after two years if another 
councillor is nominated. 

But the council is divided over a number of issues and 
Councillor Holman’s supporters believe that the town 
needs an experienced mayor to steer the council through 
these difficulties. 

Councillor Clipson, chairman of the Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee, was one of the “Gang of Four” who 
joined the council at the last election in 2011 and had he

been elected he would have been one of the least expe¬ 
rienced councillors to have become mayor with just two 
years on the authority. 

Before the ballot, a tribute to Councillor Holman for 
the role she had played in all the various events staged 
in Lyme in the past year, including the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations and the Olympic Torch Relay, was 
paid during the public forum by former town dog war¬ 
den Derek Hallett. 

“There will never be another year like it in Lyme and 
you were involved and supported all of it,” he said. 

When Councillor Holman takes office at the mayor¬ 


making ceremony in May 
it will be the start of her 
fifth year as First Citizen, 
having previously served a 
two-year term, making her 
one of the longest serving 
mayors in the history of the 
town. 

The current deputy 
mayor Councillor Anita 
Williams, was selected as 
deputy mayor-elect. 

Following election, 

Councillor Holman told 
the View From Lyme Regis : “I am delighted to be voted 
mayor-elect for Lyme this coming year and will continue 
to play a full part in the civic life of the town which is 


so important currently and historically. 

“Our priorities are to see that we move forward as de¬ 
tailed in the budget strategy adopted by council in De¬ 
cember and make the most of opportunities to support 
the community, working with our partner organisations 
and authorities. 

“We have the management of council assets, Phase IV 
of the coastal protection works, the results of our input 
into the district’s Local Plan, consideration of a Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan, challenges to our tourism-based local 
economy such as the bathing water quality, our skatepark 
project and church railings replacement to keep us busy, 
to mention a few significant items. 

“The message is that Lyme is open for business, the 
council is forward-looking and welcomes our new town 
clerk and deputy town clerk, both taking up posts after 
the Easter break.”

but in the case of the car park vouchers we would not be 
able to operate without car parking.” 

He contimued: “Parking was part of the deal in 1982 
when the halls were opened. If Mark Gage had done his 
homework he would have known this. 

“The land at the lower side of the halls was chained off 
with a notice that it was for the use of the halls only. The 
ground was rough and only had room for about six cars 
with a sloping bank. When the council carried out im¬ 
provements to the park area, the park was tarmacked and 
there was more space suitable for public parking. 

“At that time I was chairman of the Finance Committee 
and discussed this with a council officer who said it was 
much more to the advantage of the council that the halls 
had vouchers for the main car park as their parking area 
was often empty and the council could make better use 
of it to their financial advatage. 

“The point that makes me very bitter is that we ony dealt 
with Mark Gage but I cannot find a minute that he re¬ 
ported any of these meetings to council, nor can I find a 
minute that he had a mandate to discuss parking. 

“At the second meeting he did a very strange thing. He 
said that if I put in a very low price for running the toilets 
he would give us a grant to make up the diference. 

“When I suggested to him that neither he nor the council 
could promise grants in the future as councils change, and 
besides this was a business agreement and not a grant, he 
walked out of the room, although he was meant to be 
chairing the meeting. 

“We can do without this attempt to destroy the viability 
of the halls and we ask that the status of the parking 
vouchers remain the same.” 

It was Councillor Daryl Turner who said the agreement 
to run the halls and the issuing of parking permits should 
be covered by one document to protect the halls in the fu¬ 
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ture. Councillor George Symonds also thought it was 
“sensible” to to bring all matter under one agreement. 

Without naming Councillor Gage, Councillor Owen 
Lovell said he was concerned that a councillor had made 
such a decision over the parking permits without instruc¬ 
tion from the council. 

He added: “Individual councillors cannot make any de¬ 
cisions.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said Councillor 
Gage had a brief to negotiate with the Woodmead Halls 
and report back to the council but she agreed it “should 
not have been said”. 

Councillor O’Grady said things that were said at the 
meetings with the Woodmead Halls were not “all one 
sided”. 

“Things were said on both sides. The whole thing 
stinks.” 

Legal advice 

As the mayor brought the dabate to a close, Councillor 
O’Grady asked whether the toilets would be closed on 
April 1st. 

The mayor replied: “I am not the chairman of the 
Woodmead Halls.” 

Councillor O’Grady: “He is here. Ask him.” 

Mr Williams said he offered to answer questions at the 
beginning of the meeting but was told it was not neces¬ 
sary. 

“I am not prepared to make any further statement until 
I have sought legal advice,” he said. 

After their meeting on Good Friday, Mr Williams issued 
the following statement on behalf of the halls manage¬ 
ment committee: “Given the confusion about the resolu¬ 
tions made during the council meeting but following 
confirmation from the town clerk, the committee have 
agreed that, subject to confirmation of some outstanding 
points, the Service Level Agreement and side letter pro¬ 



tecting car parking put forward by LRTC, are close to 
being acceptable and on that basis they agreed to provide 
the public toilet service over the Easter weekend to avoid 
any disruption to the town and to its visitors. 

“The committee would like to make it clear that all they 
have sought from this process is a fair price for providing 
the public toilet service and to protect the car parking that 
has been in place for over 30 years. 

“The Woodmead Halls is a registered charity and its 
purpose is to run the halls on behalf of the people and or¬ 
ganisations of Lyme Regis. The only employee is a 
cleaner/caretaker and all others involved give their time, 
effort and skill for free, enabling the halls to continue to 
be a popular venue at an affordable price for locals and 


local organisations. 

“The committee regrets the dispute that they have 
found themselves in with LRTC. They hope that the car 
parking situation can be resolved without further dispute, 
parking has been provided at the Woodmead Halls since 
it was first passed to the community by LRTC in 1982 
and the committee do not understand why councillors 
would now seek to remove that parking. 

“It is clear to those involved that the halls would be un- 
viable without parking and that the existence of the halls 
brings additional revenue to the Woodmead Halls car 
park as people attend functions, often at a time when the 
car park would otherwise not be busy.”

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Council can withstand £39k 
annual loss from chalet slips 

BUT WHAT ABOUT LONG-TERM FUTURE, ASKS COUNCILLOR? 


A TOWN councillor and the new town clerk have clashed 
views on how best to deal with landslides at Monmouth 
Beach in Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Daryl Turner has said that the council should 
be focusing on the long-term future of the site and the po¬ 
tential loss of income from losing further chalets. But new 
town clerk John Wright has said he thinks it’s best to 
“deal with what’s in front of us and what is real”. 

Following the demolition of nine chalets and several 
more losing their site licenses, the council has so far lost 
£39,029. 

Presenting a report last week on the affects this loss has 
had on council finances, Mr Wright said this was a “sig¬ 
nificant amount” but added: “In terms of overall finances 
of the council we can actually weather the storm”. 

The report stated that the council had uncommitted re¬ 
serves of £416,532 that could be spent on Monmouth 
Beach, plus a general reserve of £62,706, and new income 
streams such as leases recently finalised with Lyme Regis 
Gig Club and the Hix Oyster & Fish House. 

The report stated that, at present, the council was able 
to withstand an annual loss of £39,000. 

The council must re-apply for planning permission to 
continue using Monmouth Beach as a caravan and chalet 
site as of July 1st, when the current permission expires. 
Refusal would lose the council £157,000 a year. 

When addressing this issue Mr Wright said he had to 
“deal with what is in front of us” but added that he was 
“reasonably optimistic” that planning permission would 
be granted. 

Councillor Turner described the town’s clerk report as 
“wishy washy”, adding that the council needed to look at 
the long-term future and stop spending money on the site 
until planning permission was received. 

Mr Wright agreed that they should not spend any “huge 
sums” on the site but added: “If we have to spend £1,000 
here or £2,000 there to keep things running I think we 
should do it. That level of investment is worthwhile.”

Speaking in the public forum earlier in the meeting, Tim 
Mayers, whose family’s chalet has recently been demol¬ 
ished, described the site safety as “disappointing”, saying 
that children could climb underneath dangerous chalets. 

Mr Mayers also complained that he had still not re¬ 
ceived a letter from the council after it promised to send 
one to all chalet owners several weeks ago. 

He said this was “unacceptable” and in other businesses 
would “incur a reprimand or be a sackable offence”.

Councillor argues against 
seafront business licenses 


A TOWN councillor made a last-ditch attempt to support 
seafront businesses before full site licenses were intro¬ 
duced on April 1st. 

At last week’s full council meeting, Councillor Owen 
Lovell argued against the recommendation that Marine 
Parade businesses be charged the full £120 site licenses 
for tables and chairs outside their properties as of April 
1st. 

Fees for the use of tables and chairs were first intro¬ 
duced by the council last year at a 50 per cent discounted 
rate of £60 to ease traders in. 

Councillors recommended to full council that this be 
upped to the full amount for the new financial year. 

Speaking last week, Councillor Lovell said: “I would 
ask the council to reconsider this, particularly in light of 
continuing problems with business.” 

He suggested that the discounted rate be increased to

£80 rather than the full amount and said the council 
should “show some consideration” to struggling busi¬ 
nesses. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said that it had been the 
general consensus at the previous meeting that the coun¬ 
cil had already been generous in offering the 50 per cent 
discount for the first year and they should stick to their 
set rate. 

Retiring town clerk Mike Lewis, attending his final 
meeting with the council, said they had budgeted to re¬ 
ceive £120. 

Councillor Lovell’s argument was not supported and 
the full rate was introduced on April 1st.

A NEW screen promot¬ 
ing events in Lyme 
Regis, installed in a shop 
in Broad Street, will be 
switched off after it was 
set up and paid for with¬ 
out permission from the 
town council. 

The council’s Tourism 
and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee dis¬ 
cussed the idea of putting 
a screen promoting local 
events - the same as that 
already displayed in the 
Jubilee Pavilion - in a 
shop window in Broad 
Street for the cost of 
£140. 

Councillor Rikey 
Austin, who owns Alice’s 
Bear Shop, offered space 
in her window but was 
unable to further partake 
in the discussion, as she 
then had a pecuniary in¬ 
terest in the matter. 

Without Councillor 
Austin the committee did 
not have enough mem¬ 
bers present to make a 
decision, so the item was 
referred to full council to 
approve the £140 expen¬ 
diture. 

However, at last week’s 
full council meeting, 
members heard that the 
screen had already been 
paid for and set up in the 
shop. 

Councillor Daryl 

Turner said: “This was 
not a resolved item as the 
committee was in quorate 
which is why it’s come to 
this committee, so no ac¬ 
tion should have been 
taken.” 

Councillor Anita 

Williams said that the 
Woodmead Halls Man¬ 
agement Committee had 
previously indicated that 
they would be interested 
in putting up a screen and 
questioned whether all 
traders were asked if they 


wanted one before Coun¬ 
cillor Austin offered her 
window. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis asked: “What other 
traders were asked?” 

Chairman of the 
Tourism and Economic 
Development Commit¬ 
tee, Councillor Lorna 
Jenkin, said she did not 
know the list. 

Councillor Turner reit¬ 
erated: “Again, it should 
not have happened. It 
was not a resolved item.” 

Councillor George 
Symonds added: “ I can’t 
see the point of having an 
agenda item if it’s al¬ 
ready happened.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said it was 


difficult for the commit¬ 
tee as members often 
found themselves in quo¬ 
rate and unable to make 
decisions. 

Councillor Ellis said: 
“If this is in the window 
now it should be re¬ 
moved.” 

Councillor Holman 
asked if there was a sec¬ 
onder for this motion. 

Councillor Terry O’¬ 
Grady interrupted: 
“Hang on, hang on, 
you’re rushing ahead.” 

Councillor Ellis 

replied: “The mayor is in 
charge of this meeting, 
not you.” 

The Mayor said she 
wanted to move the item 
forward if there were no 


new points to be made. 

C ouncillor O ’ Grady 
suggested switching the 
screen off, saying it did 
not have to be removed. 

Councillor Lucy 
Campbell asked council¬ 
lors to “look at the bigger 
picture”, adding: “It 
would be very small 
minded and petty to re¬ 
move something which 
is for the benefit of the 
whole town.” 

Councillors agreed to 
switch the screen off as 
not to incur additional 
costs of removing it and 
deferred the item back to 
the tourism committee to 
carry out a proper con¬ 
sultation of where it 
should be placed. 
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A RECORD crowd turned 
out to watch the annual 
bonnet parade on what is 
thought to be the coldest 
Easter Sunday. 

The colourful event also 
saw a huge number of en¬ 
tries, who gathered in the 
Baptist Church before the 
procession forjudging.

Protesters to gather for 
last look'at woodland 


THIS Saturday (April 6th) protesters against the controver¬ 
sial development of Whistler’s Wood in Pound Street, 
Lyme Regis, are gathering for a last look at the town’s only 
remaining town centre wood. 

Frances Whistler, daughter of the famous former owner 
of the wood - the Queen’s glass engraver Sir Laurence 
Whistler - is urging residents to come and see it while they 
still can. 

She said: “Even if we’re not allowed in we can look from 
neighbouring gardens. I’d love people to see this magical, 
secluded gem before it’s spoilt by houses.” 

A gathering for everyone who wants to see the wood for 
the trees will be held at by the green door entrance to the 
wood on Pound Street (opposite Hotel Alexandra) at 3pm. 

The event will be filmed by Lyme Regis TV and posted 
on YouTube. A video will also be given to Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum. 

The application to build houses on the woodland looks 
set to be given the go ahead by West Dorset District Council 
later this month, having been refused in 2009 and again on

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appeal. Planning officers have reported that the previous 
reasons for refusal have been dealt with via a Section 103 
agreement to set up a trust to protect the trees. 

Despite fierce opposition from neighbours, birdwatchers, 
botanists and the town council, it is expected that property 
developer Quentin Craven’s application of the wood’s 
unique charm will be approved by the district council on 
April 18th. 

Objectors have argued that the trust will not work, as the 
owners of the new houses will be among the trustees and 
will be baised towards felling more trees to protect or en¬ 
hance their properties. 

Mr Craven has applied to build two timber houses with 
car parking. 

Ms Whistler added: “One third of the woodland floor will 
be covered by parking, chippings or house.” 


Disabled resident complains over shelters'broken lift 


A DISABLED resident of Lyme Regis has complained that 
a public meeting was scheduled to take place in an inacces¬ 
sible room at the Marine Parade shelters, and that the facil¬ 
ity’s lift was broken. 

Former town councillor Peter Williams, who is wheel¬ 
chair bound, attended the recent public debate held as part 
of Love Lyme Beaches Day. However, the debate was set 
to take place in the Lister community room, which has no 
disabled access. 

Organisers agreed to move the meeting to the Langmoor 
community room, which can be accessed via a lift, but this 
was broken. Eventually, the debate was moved to the 
ground level Jubilee Pavilion to accommodate Mr 
Williams. 

Speaking in the public forum of last week’s full council 
meeting, Mr Williams asked why a public debate was or¬ 
ganised to take place in an inaccessible venue. He also 


asked why the lift was not fitted with a radar key to prevent 
children from playing in it. 

New town clerk John Wright said the event was not a 
council-run event. He agreed that the idea of a radar key 
for the lift would be beneficial. 

However, Councillor Chris Clipson said the lift was not 
specifically for disabled people and therefore should not be 
fitted with a radar key. Councillor Elis agreed, adding it was 
also for use of parents with pushchairs. 

Councillor George Symonds said he did not think any 
bookings were being taken for the community rooms, while 
the council looked into the possibility of letting them on a 
commercial basis. 

Mr Wright reported that bookings up to three months in 
advance were still being taken but not long-term bookings 
as these may interfere with future plans for the shelters fa¬ 
cility.

Oliver Letwin has been writing in the Bridport 
News and the View from Bridport and Dorch¬ 
ester for several years. 

We have only recently extended that courtesy 
to Mr Letwin to the View from Lyme Regis, 
mainly because some Tories in Lyme complained 
that we were showing our political affiliation by 
not publishing his column. 

It is important to make the point that Mr 
Letwin's views are not those of this newspaper, 
which has no political affiliation, nor indeed 
mine. If he loses the next election, and it could 
well be a close-run thing, whoever becomes MP 
will be accorded the privilege of writing a regular 
column in the View. 

It should also be remembered that an elected 
MP represents all his constituents, not just those 
who voted for him, and the column gives all vot¬ 
ers the opportunity to see what he is up to at 
Westminster. 

Those who disagree strongly with any views ex¬ 
pressed in his column can always put their point 
of view through out letters page. 

Finally, can I make it clear that Mr Letwin re¬ 
ceives no fee for his column.

Uplyme to benefit from £5million flood scheme 


UPLYME is to benefit from a share of £448,000 to help 
the village prepare for the risk of future flooding. 

Devon County Council, Plymouth City Council,Torbay 
Council and the Environment Agency will share 
£488,000 of a £5million government scheme, with Up¬ 
lyme named as one of the villages set to benefit from 
the funds. 

The funding will be used to improve community re¬ 
silience by providing local people with the knowledge 
and training to help themselves through local action 
plans. Flow monitoring of watercourses and the instal¬ 
lation of rain-gauges will provide critical information 
and early warnings for the communities to trigger the 
use of their action plans. 


In some cases, apparatus may be provided, such as 
flood gates or barriers, so that these can be put in place 
when necessary. Improved sandbag provision will also 
be considered in each area. 

Martin Hutchings, Devon County Council's Flood Risk 
Manager, said: "This funding is good news and we will 
now start discussions with our local communities to see 
how they can help us develop these project proposals." 

An additional £240,000 match funding is being pro¬ 
vided with £130,000 from Devon County Council, 
£60,000 from the Environment Agency SW, £30,000 
from Plymouth City Council and £20,000 from Torbay 
to make up the near £730,000 total needed to deliver 
the project.

Traders argue that 
tourism sign could 
generate £2million 

CHARMOUTH Traders are hoping the parish 
council will reconsider its decision not to replace 
a tourism sign at the village entrance. 

The lack of a brown tourism sign at the village 
entrance on the A35 has been cause for concern 
among the traders for some time. 

The traders strongly feel that a new sign would 
boost trade in the village centre and at the beach 
but have not, until now, been able to quantify the 
potential benefit. 

However, owners of the Old Bank Cafe recently 
postitioned a bike and sign on the A35 advertis¬ 
ing their business, resulting in a noticeable boost 
in trade. 

The cafe attracted 12 extra customers a day and 
the traders have estimated that this would in¬ 
crease to 50 during the peak season. 

In their argument to the council, the traders 
have said that if each extra visitor spends £20 in 
the village, this would equate to an extra 
£200,000 a year and an extra £2million over 10 
years, meaning the cost of the brown sign could 
be made back several times over in its 10-year life 
span. 

The traders have described this as an "ir- 
refutabIe"argument and asked the parish council 
to reconsider its previous decision not to replace 
the sign, and place a new one near Thistlegate 
House on the A35, so motorists will see it before 
reaching the roundabout.

Leave woodland as green area 


■ TWO points to consider: 

1) As reported on page 20 of the View From Lyme Regis 
dated March 27th, I refer to the letter from Frances 
Whistler, headed “Town can ‘save’ Whistler’s Wood”. 

I read this letter and was deeply touched how a piece of 
ground in Lyme, which is a natural habitat for birds and 
wildlife, could fall to yet more development. This site, 
which was looked after so well by Frances Whistler’s fa¬ 
ther, should surely be saved. 

Are we in this town afraid of people’s opinions that truly 
do matter to the town and people who live here? I might 
add to Frances Whistler’s letter and remind the local coun¬ 
cil and our West Dorset District Council that this is a Con¬ 
servation Area, as explained.

As we have seen on both sides of Lyme, both at East Cliff 
and Monmouth Beach areas, nature has its way. So this site 
should not to be tampered with - we do not know what 
lurks beneath the soil surface. 

We should leave this site as a green space, as a Conser¬ 
vation Area only with no building allowed. 

2) Having read in the View From Lyme Regis that it is the 
council’s opinion that all volunteers should not be given 
free parking at events at the Woodmead Halls, I had to take 
a deep breath. 

Woodmead Halls does this town a great service with so 


many events taking place it is hard to mention them all. I 
know the council has problems with revenue due to money 
being lost for ground rent at Monmouth Beach, we all 
know that money has to be clawed back from somewhere. 
It seems to me that the locals always suffer. 

I kept on to the council about free parking in Woodmead 
car park and finally we got a free parking permit to park 
for two hours in the morning and two hours in the after- 
noon.This is thanks to Owen Lovell fighting the case for 
local people. 

There are a lot of people that put a great deal of effort in 
running events at the Woodmead Halls. This keeps a com¬ 
munity together, so come on Lyme Regis Town Council, 
just think about this again when this comes up at a meet¬ 
ing.

Within a minute Warren did well to win 
the ball off Bailey but then inexplicably, 
and out of charcter, kicked the Lyme mid¬ 
fielder as he was laid on the floor. With War¬ 
ren having already been booked, the 
incident, once again, could have warranted 
a red card but none was shown. 

The half-time whistle brought welcome 
relief to increasing tensions and comments 
from two of the League's top two referees 
that they would have brandished three red 
cards to the clearly fired-up Winsham play¬ 
ers. 

The second-half saw Lyme, having been 
outplayed before the turnaround, come 
back into the game. 

But Winsham went close to adding to 
their lead when Spurdle surged through 
but pulled his angled shot just wide.

BRIDPORT gained a valuable victory de¬ 
spite a less than convincing perform¬ 
ance against Ilfracombe Town at St 
Mary's on Easter Monday.
